The president of the Amerlcun 
Ked Cross, und representatives ol other con- 
tributory organizations huve generously visited 
Cuba und co-operated with the consul -general 
and the local authorities to make effective dls 
position of the relief collected through the ef- 
forts of the central committee. Nearly tMUoUj 
In money and suppile! has ill ready reached the 
sMfferors. and more Is forthcoming. The sup- 
plies ure admitted duty tree, nn.l transporta- 
tion to the Interior bus l-con arranged, so thut 
the relief nt first necessarily conanc I to Ha- 
vana rtri.l the larger cities.

Necessity for a Change Recognised. 

The necessity for a chunge In Hie condition of 
the reeoiicontradocs is recognized by the Span- 
ish government. Within a few duys past the 
orders of (Jen. VVeyler huve been re ,-oked. the 
reconcentrudoesaro.lt Is said, lo lie permitted to 
return to their homes und sided to resume tho 
self-supporting pursuits of peace: public works 
have lieon ordered to give them employment, 
and a sum of rnou.OUl has been sppropriutod lor 
their relief. 

The war iu Cuba Is of such a nature that

The effort* of Spain were lucreascd. both by 
the dispatch of fresh levies to Cuba uud by the 
addition Ui Ihe horrors of the strife of a new 
and luhumuu phase, happily unprec •dcatod lu 
the modem hlsiory ol civilized Christiuu peo- 
ple*. The policy ol devastation uud concentra- 
tion. Inaugurated by Cupl.-lieu. n.r. . on Oc- 
tober SI, 1HU9. lu the province of 1'iuur del Klo. 
was thence extended to embrace ull ot the 
Isluud to which the power of Span- 
ish arms waa able to reach by 
occupation or by military operations The 
peasantry. Including all dwelling lu the open 
agricuiurul Interior, were driven int > the gar- 
rison towns or Isolated plaoea held by the 
troops. The raising aud movement ot provi- 
sions of all kluds were Interdicted. Thu tie Ids 
were laid waste, dwellings unroofed and tired, 
mills destroyed und. in short, everything that 
could desolate the land and render it -unUl for 
huuiun habitation or support wus commanded 
bv one or the other of the contending parties, 
and executed by all the powers at their dis- 
posal. 

The So-Called Keconceutratlon. 

Uy the time the present administration took 
•Rice, n year ago, reo. ncenirotion -so-called - 
had been mode effcctlv -• over the belter pur', of 
the four central aud western provinces, Sumu 
I'luru. Mutanzas, Havana and Ulnar del Klo. 
The agricultural population, to the estimated 
number ot aW.iOt) or more, was herded within 
the loans and their Immediate vicinage, de- 
prived of the means ol support, rcudercd 
fleslliule ol shelter, left poorly ciud and exposed 
to ihe u'ost unsanitary conditions 

Destruction, Misery and Starvation. 

Ac. the scarcity ol lo d Increased witu thede- 
v;, lulion ol the depopulated ureas of produc- 
tion, destitution and want bccam* k miuery uud 
elaivultoti- Month by moulh the deulh rule In- 
creased in ulurmlng ratio. Hy Mnrch, ISV7, ac- 
cording to conservative esllmales, from official 
bp.ci'sli sources, the mortality among the re- 
coil 'entrndoea from all -vutlon and the diseases 
thereto incident, excec.ed 60 per centum of their 
tolal number. No practical relief was ac- 
corded to the destitute. The overburdened 
towns, already suRcriug from the general 
•curia, could give no aid. So-culle.l zones of 
cultlvullou established within the Immediate 
areu of eRccllve military control about tho cit- 
ies uud fortified camps proved Ulusionary us u 
reuiedy for the suite, tug. The uufurtuuutes, 
beiug for the most part women and children, 
wilh uged und helpless men, enfeebled by dis- 
ease and hunger, could not have tilted the soil, 
without tools, seed or shelter, for tbelr own 
support or for the supply of ibe oll- 
1c . lteconceuiratlon. adopted avowedly as 
a wur measure. In order to cut of! the 
resources of tho insurgents, workisl lis predes- 
tined result As I said iu my message of lust 
1) comber. It was not a civilized nurture, it 
was extermination. The only peace ll could 
kegct wus that of Ihe wilderness und the grave. 
A Doggr-I Struggle. 

Meanwhile the military situation In the 
Island hod undergone u noticeable change. The 
ex'raordlnury activity lhal characterized the 
scon I year of the war, when the Insurgents In- 
V ..led even the hitherto unharmed fields of 
PI ar del Klo. und carried havoc and destitu- 
tion up to tbe wills of the elly ot 
liavunu us. : r. had relapsed Into a 
do ■irod struggle In the central and 
eu tern provinces. The Spanish urms re- 
geiund u measure of control In Ulnar del Klo 
and parts of lluvana. but. under tbe existing 
conditions of the rur'.l country, without lm- 
medlttU' Improvement . f tbelr productive situa- 
tion. Kven thus partlully restricted, tbe revo- 
lutionists held their own. and their submis- 
sion, put forward by Spain as the essential and 
aole basis of peace, seemed as fur distant as at 
the outset. 

Confronted wits a Urave l'roblem. 

In this state ol affairs, my administration 
lo 'ml Itself confronted with the grave problem 
Of its duly. My mess.. ;e ot last December re- 
viewed the situation and detailed the steps 
taken, with a view of relieving Its uculencss 
and opening ihe way t • some form of honora- 
ble settlement. Tha a assinatlon ot the prime 
minister, Cauovas, led lo a change of govern- 
uuui In Spain. The former administration. 

pi i to subjugation without concession. 

guve place to that of a more liberal 
party, committed long In advance to a policy 
of r. form, involving the principle of borne 
rule for Cuba sad Puerto Rico. The overtures 
of tins government made through us new en- 
voy. Oeu. Woodford, and looking to an Imme- 
Siute und effective amelioration of the condi- 
tion of the island, although not accepted to the 
e»t"iit of u.ii. n'.ied medialh u In uny ahu|>o. 
were met b»/ assurances lhat hoiue rule, iu an 
advanced phuse, would be forthwith oReretl to 
Cuba, wliboul waiting for tbe war to end, aud 
thut more humane methods should thenceforth 
prevail In tho conduct of hostilities 
1'oll.y of the New Uoverniueot of Spain. 

Incidentally with those declaratiana the new 
goveibiucul of Spain continued and completed 
Ibe puhev already begun by Its predecessor of 
testifying iriciidly regard for this nation by re- 
leasing American oltixeus held under on« 
charge or another connected with the lusur- 
recllon. so thai, by the end of November, not a 
sluglc person entitled lu any way to our na- 
teuiai 1 1. '. , turn, remained iaaSpaalsh prison 
While these negotiations were In progress 
the hu reusing destitution ol tbe unfortuuate 
recoucvnlradoes and the alarming mortality 
uuioiig them claimed earnest attention. The 
success which had attended Die limited meas- 
ure of relief extended to the suffering Ameri- 
can citizens among them by the judicious ex- 
penditure through consular agencies of money 



military victory lor either side seems impracti- 
cable. The alternative lie. in the physical ci 
haustlon of the one or the olher purty. or per- 
haps of both a condition which, In cffecl, ended 
the ten yours wur by the iruee of Zunjon. The 
pro ••• i of such a prolracilon and conclusion 
of the present strife Is u contingency hurdly to 
becontenipluted with equanlmltS by the civil- 
ized world, and leust of all by U.e United Stales, 
affected un.l iujunsl us we ure. deeply and ulti- 
mately by Its existence. 

Friendly Duty to Hold Sides.

In addition i ask tbe immediate revocation of 
the older of reeoucentrntlun. so us to pcruill 
the people u, return lo their farms und the 
ssedy to be relieved with provisions and sup- 
umn \J'om the United Suites co-operating wilh 
that*- a"? authorities .was lo afford full rs- 

•^V rt "-''.cp:y of the Spanish Cabinet. 
1S3M ^Jl'eplv of the Spanish cabin "I wai re- 
ft , .ts.oii the ntglil of the ills', ultimo. ItulTers. 
as Ihe mcuns lo bring ubmit peace in Cuba, to 
conllde Ihe prepurulloii thereof lo Ihu lusular 
depuriuieni.inusmuch us the concurrence of lhal 
tsaly would be uecvssury to i /uch u lliiuul result. 
II ueiin.'. however, und. r.lood lhat tlie powers 
reserved by the constitution lo Hie central 
government ure not lessened or diminished. As 
the ( uhuiipurllumcnl docs not meet until the 
fourth of Muy next, the Spunlsli government 
would not object, for Its pan to accent at once 
u suspension of hostilities. If asked for by the 
insurgents from the general iu chief, to whom it 
would iMTluln. lu such ease, to determine the 
duration uud coivlillons of (lie urmlstiee. 

The pro|Misliions submitted -by- Oen. Wood- 
ford und the reply of the Spanish goVemmeut 
were bulb In the form of brief uirraorarKlu. the 
texts of which ore before ine, und ure substan- 
tially In the lungusge above given. Tho 
function of the Cubun parliament in the mat- 
ter of "preparing" peace, and the manner of Its 
doing so are not expressed In the Spunlsh 
memorandum: but from Oen. Woodford's ex- 
planatory reports of preliminary discussions 
preceding the Dual conference, it Is understood 
that the Spanish government stunds ready lo 
give ih ■ Insular congress full powers to settle 
the terms of peace with the insurgents, wheth- 
er by direct negotiation or indirectly by 
means of legislation does not appear. 

Dlaappoiutliig Reception of Overtures. 
Witb this last overture in the direction of 



Immediate peace and lis disappointing recep- 
tion by Spain, tbe executive was brought to 
the end of his effort. 

In my annual message of December last I 
said: "Ol the untried measures there remain: 
Recognition of the Insurgents as belligerents; 
recommendation ol the Independence olCuba; 
neutral Intervention to end the war by Impos- 
ing a rallonul compromise between the con- 
testants, uud intervention In lavor ot one or the 
olher party." I speak not ot forcible annexa- 
tion, for that can uot be thought of. That, by 
our code of morality, would be criminal aggres- 
sion. 

Thcrtupon 1 lovlewed these alternatives, in 
ihe light of President tlrunt's measured words, 
uttered In 1*7*. when utter seven yours ot san- 
guinary, destructive and cruel barbarities In 
Cuba, he reached tbe conclusion thut the recog- 
nition of the Independence of Cuba was Im- 
practicable uud indefeiisiiil •. uud that the 
recoil nition of belligerency was nil warranted 
hy the fuels according to the tests of public 
iuw. 1 comuiuutcd especially upon the 
latter aspect of the question, point- 
ing out the inconvenience ,. und positive 
dangers of a recognition of helllgcrunco which, 
while adding to the already onerous burdens of 
neutrality within our own jurisdiction, could 
not in any way extend our iarluoiiae or effective 
offices in the territory of hosillllleA 

Mews Have Not Changed. 

Nothing has since occurred to change my 
view in this regard, and I recognize us fully 
now us th, n thut the lssuunccof u proclamation 
of neutrality, by which process the so-cullod 
recognition of belligerence is published, could, 
of Itself und unattended by olher action, aceom- 

fillsh uothlng toward the one end for which we 
abor— the luutunt pacification of Cuba and the 
cessation of tho misery Ibut uftllcts the Island. 

Turning to the question ot recognizing, ut 
this lime, Ibe independence ol the present io- 
surgeui government In Cuba, we llml safe pre- 
cedents In our history from an early day. They 
are well summed up In President Jackson's 
a, December SI. licje. on the 
of

One of Hie Precedents. 
"In allot the contests thut have arisen out 
of the revolutions of Kra eo. out of the dis- 
tunes relating to the crews of Portugal and 
Spain, out of the separut Ion of the American 
po-iacsslous of both from the Kuropean govern- 
ments, und out ol th-; numerous und 
constuntly occurring strugg.es for do- 
minion in Spunlsh America, so wisely 
consistent with our just principles 
has been the uellon ol our government thut we 
have, under the most crlllcul circumstances, 
avoided ull censure and encountered no other 
evil than thai produced by u transient re- 
strungemenl of good will In those ugulnsl 
whom we huve been by force of evidence ooiu- 
-sellesl to decide. 

"It has thus made known to tbew.irldt hal the 
uniform policy and practice of Ibe Culled 
States Is to avoid all interference in disputes 
which merely relate to the internal govern- 
ment of other nations, and eventually lo rec- 
ognize the aulhorily of llio prevailing purty 
without reference to our particular Interests 
and views, or to tbe merits of the original con- 
troversy. But on ibis, us on every other occa- 
sion, sufely is lo lie found in a rigid udhereuce 
lo principle. 

Our Former Action Itcclled. 
"In the coolest between Spain und the re- 
volted colonies we stood aloof uud waited not 
only until the ability of the new states to pro- 
tect 'bemseives was fully established, but until 
the danger of their being agaiu aubjuguted hod 
entirely passed away. Then and not until then, 
were tbey recogulxed. Such was our course lu 
regard lo Mexico berself. 

"It Is true that with regard to Texas the civil 
uulhurlty of Mexico hus been expelled. Ha In- 
vading army defeated. Ihe chief of Ihe republic 
himself captured, and ull preseut power to con- 
trol the newly reeogaolzed government of Texas 
annihilated within Its oOBtines. Ilut on tbe 
olher hand. Ihero Is, la appearance 
sl least, au Immense disparity of physical 
force ou the skle of Texas. The Mexican re- 
public, under another executive. Is r. in lug Its 
forces under u n. w leader, und luciineln^ a 
fre-h Invasion to recover Us lost dutnutu. 

"Upon the Issue of this Ihrculened Invasion, 
the Independence of Texas may be considered 
as suspended: and were there nothing pecullsr 
in Ibe siiuulion of the United Slates uud Tex- 
as, our acknowledgment ol Its Independence at 
such a crisis could scarcely be regarded as cou- 
stsleul wilh that prudent reserve with which 
we have hllberW held ourselves bound to treat

■ 'resident Jackson Considered the Rink. 

Thereupon Andrew Jackson proceeded to 
consider the risk that there might b I Imputed 
to the Unlled States u motive of seltl.di iiite.-- 
ontln view of tho former claim on our lain lo 
the territory of Texas and of the uvon ed pur- 
pose of the Texan* In seeking rocoghUi u of 
Independence as an incident to tho Incorpora- 
te. n of Texas In the Union, concluding: 

"Prudence, therefore, seems lo dictate that 
wo should stand aloof and maintain our pres- 
ent attitude, If not until Mexico Itself 
or one of the groin foreign power, 
sbull recognize tho independence of the ■ ra 
government, at lest until the lapse of time or the 
course of events should have proved beyon I cavil 
or dispute the ability of the people ot thut 
country to maintain their separate sovereignty 
nnd'to uphold the government cousiitut i i \ 
tbem. Neither of the contending parti-, can 
Justly complain of this course. By pursuing it 
we are but carrying out Ihe lniig-estuhlishcd 
policy of our government, a policy which has 
secure I to as respect and Influeucc abroad und 
inspired confidence at home." 
Coudltlnn Imposed hy the Uoveruiiipiit 
Upon Itself. 

These are the words ol the resolute and 
iiatrioilc Jackson. They ure evidence thai the 
United states, In addition to ihe last Imposed 
by public law as llio condition of the recogni- 
tion of independence by it neutral state, to-wlt, 
thut the revolted state shuil "constitute lu iuci 
a body politic, having a government in sub- 
stance as well as In nuine. possessed of the ele- 
ments of stability." and forming de facto, "if 
left to llself. a stute among Ihe ustlons. reason- 
ably cupablo of discharging the du- 
ties of a state, has Imposed for 
Its own goverance In dealing with case, 
like those tho further contention that recogni- 
tion of Independent statehood Is not duo lo a 
revolted dependency until the danger of Its be- 
ing again subjugated by the parent state has 
entirely passed awav." This extreme te.t was 
In fact, applied In the case of Texas. The con- 
gress to whom President Jackson referred iho 
question as one "probably leading lo war.'' und 
i herefore a projicr subject for "u previous un- 
derstanding with that body by whom war can 
alone bedeclured. and by whom all llio provis- 
ions for sustaining its perils must bo furnished, " 
left the muller of Ihe recognition of Texas lo 
iho discretion of tho executive, providing 
merely for the sending of a diplomatic ugeut 
when the president should be satisfied that the 
republic of Texas had become "an Independent 
stale." It was so recognized by President Vun 
Huron, who commissioned a charge d'affaires, 
Murch 7. 1K37. afler Mexico had abandoned un 
attempt -lo reconquer the Texan territory, uud 
then un I there was at the time no Ihiiiu tide 
contest going on between the Insurgent prov- 
ince and its former sovereign. 

Former Message Reverted To. 

I said In my message of December last: "It 
is to be considered whether the Cubun Insur- 
rection possesses beyond dispute the attributes 
of statehood, which alone can demand the rec- 
ognition of belligerency In Its favor." 

The same requirement must certainly be no 
less considered when the graver Issue of recog- 
nizing independence Is In question, for no less 
positive test ran lie upiined to Ihe greutcr 
not than to the lesser wnile. on tho other hand, 
Influeuces of aud consequences of the struggle 
upon the lnteinal policv of the recognizing 
state which form Important factors when the 
recognition of belligerency Is concerned, are 
seoondury If not rightly ciiminulilc fac- 
tors, when the real question Is whether 
tbe community claiming recognition Is or 
not Independent bevoud perudventure. 

rrrseut Itecognll Ion Inexpedient. 

Nor from the standpoint of expedience do I 
think It would be wise or prudent for this gov- 
ernment to recognize at the present time the 
Independence nf the so-called Cuban republic. 
Suoh recognition Is not necessary In order to 
enable the United Stales to Intervene und 
pacify the Islund. To commit this coun- 
try now lo the recognition of 
anv particular government In Cuba 
might subject us to emburrusslng conditions 
of international obligation toward I he orgunl- 
zallou so recognized. In case of liuervenilon 
our conduct would bo subject to the approval 
or disapproval of such government: we would 
be required to submit lo Its direction and to 
assume lo ll the mere relation of a friendly 
ally. When ll shall appear hereafter that there 
Is within the Islund a government capable of 
performing the duties und disrhnrgtii:: the 
luii. lions of u separate nuliou. and having, as u 
muller of fact, iho proper forms aad uttrl- 
Pules ut nail, mailt v. such governiii 'lit cull be 
promptly nnd readily recognized, nod lh" rela- 
tions and lulerests of the Uninst States with 

such iu.. ion adjosti d 

Alternative Forma of Intervention. 

There remain the alio, native forms of inter- 
vention to end the war, either as an Imnuriial 
neutral by Impoilug a rational compromise be- 
tween the contestants, or as the active allv ol 
the one parly or the other. 

Al to tbe first. It is not to be forgotten thai 
during the lust fen months the relation of the 
I 'mi. . i Stutes has virtually been ouu of friend- 
ly Intervention In many ways, each 
not of Itself conclusive but all 
tendlug to the exertion of o poieuilul 
Influence toward ou ultimate pacific result just 
and honorable to all Interests concerned The 
spirit of all our acts hitherto has been an earn- 
est, unselfish desire for peace uud prosperity In 
Cuba, untarnished by differences between us 
and Spulnnnd unstained by the blood of Ameri- 
can citizens. 

The forcible intervention of the United States 
as a neutral lo stop the w ar. according lo the 
large dictates ot humanity, uud follow ing atjaaj 
historical precedents where neighboring suites 
have Interfered to check the hopeless sac- 
rifice or life h» Internecine COBlHets 
beyond their borders Is justifiable on national 
grounds. It Involves, however, hostile con- 
straint upon both the parlies to the cm .1 as 
well to enforce a truce ns to guide the even'.uul 
settlement. 

(Iroumls of Intervention. 

The grounds for such Intervention may be 
briefly summarized as followsi 

First In the cause of humanity and to put 
un end to the burbarltles. bloodshed, sturvutloa 
and horrible miseries now existing there, and 
which the parllos lo the conflict ore ther 
unuble or unwilling to slop or mlilgute It is 
no answer to say this Is ull in another country, 
belonging to another nutlon. und Is therefore 
none of our business. Ills sp?ciully our duly, 
for It Is right at our doors. 

Second. We owe It to our citizens in Cuba to 
afford them that prole, lion und Immunity for 
lite and property whi' h no government there 
can, or will, ufforu. and to thai end to terminate 
tho conditions that deprive them of locul pro- 
tection. 

Thlnt The right to Intervene may be Justi- 
fied by the very serious Injury to the com- 
merce, trade and business interests ol our 
people, and by the wanton destruction of prop- 
erty aud devastation of the Island. 



Fourth. And what is of 
poriunce, the present cond it lo 



the utmost im- 
n of affairs In Cu- 
ba is a constant menace to our pence, und en- 
tails upon this government su enormous ex- 
pense. With suoh a conflict waged for ye ars in 
an island so near us, uud with which our people 
have such trade and business relutions when 
the lives and liberty of our citizens aro la con- 
stant dread and their property destroyed und 
themselves ruined— where our trading ves- 
sels are liable to seixure, uud ure 
seized at our very door, by wurshlps 
ol a foreign nation, the expeditions of filibus- 
tering that we are powerless to prevent ulio- 
gettier. and the Irritating questions and en- 
tanglements thus arising -ail these and others 
thai 1 need not mention, witb the resulting 
strained relations, are a cunstunt mcnucc to 
our peace, and compels us to Uecii on n semi- 
war footing with a nation with which we are at 
peace. 

Destruction of Hie Maine. 

These elements ol danger and disorder already 
pointed out have been strikingly Illustrated 
by a tragic event which bus deejiiy and 
Justly moved the Amerlcun people, 
i have already transmitted tu congress 
the report ot tbe naval court uf luquiry ou the 
destruction of tbe battleship Maine in the 
harbor of Havana during Ihe night of the lath 
of Februury. The destruction of thut noble 
vessel has filled the national hearts with In- 
expressible horror. Two hundred an I llfty- 
elghl brave sailors and marines and two officers 
of our navy, reposing In the funded security of 
a friendly harbor, have been hurled to floats - 
grief and want brought to the r homos uud sor- 
row to tbe nutlon, 

Tbe naval court uf Inquiry which, it Is need- 
less to say, commands the unqualified confi- 
dence or the government, was uuuulmous In its 
conclusion lhat the destruction of the Maine 
was caused by au exterior explosion, that of a 
submuriue mine. It did not assume to place 
the responsibility. That remains lo be fixed. 

In any event the destruction of Hie Mafu'*, by 
whatever exterior cause, is a patent and Im- 
pressive proof of a atate of things lu Cubu ibut 
is Intolerable. That condition la thus shown 10 
be such lhat the Spanish government can not 
assure safety and security lo a vessel of ihe 
Amerlcun navy in the harbor of Huvuua on a 
mission of peace und rlgbtfully there. 

Assurances Given by Spain. 

Further referring In this connection lo re- 
cent diplomatic correspondence, u dispa; b 
from our minister lo Spain of Ihe SSth uillmo 
cm. '.allied the statement lhat th" Spanish min- 
ister for foreign affairs assured hlui positively 
tha*. Spain will do all that the highest I, n u 
sod Justice requires lu the matter of the Maine. 

The reply above referrtst to on the 31st ultimo, 
also contained an expression of the readiness of 
Spuin to submit to au arbitration ull the .111- 
ferancea which cun arise In this mutter 
which Is subsequently cxpluined by Ihe note of 
the S|>anish minister ut u ushtiigtoii of the luth 
Instuut. as follows:

The following extract from the 
Globe Democrat's special Wash- 
ington Coricspondence, written 
Monday after the transmission of 
the President's message to Con- 
gress states well and clearly the 
tenor of the message and 1'escribes 
its reception and how it has grown 
in favor with our statesmen:

It was solemn, 
without appeal to passion, but pointing 
unerringly straight to the conclusion tbat 
"the only hope of relief and repose from a 
condition that can no longer bu endured 
is tbe enforced pacfication of Cuba." 

Tbe President iodulgcd in no jingoish 
sentiment. He did not wave tbe Hag or 
let tbe eagle scream He pointed out in 
ihe plainest of language tbat "in tbe name 
of humanity, in the name of civilization, 
in behalf of endangered American inter- 
ests, which give us the right and the duty 
to apeak and act, the war in Cuba must 
stop." 

Aa to Recognition. 

One of the first criticisms of tbe Presi- 
dent's message made by some members of 
Congress was that he said nothing about 
independence. Yet in one place tbe Presi- 
dent put himself on record in ibese words, 
after explaining why recognition before 
intervention would be inexpedient:

The United States Department 
of Agriculture has issued a revised 
edition of its Bulletin No. 16, Di- 
vision of Botany, entitled "Ameri- 
can Ginseng: Its American His- 
tory, Protection and Cultivation." 
The bulletin was originally pub- 
lished in 1895, under the direction 
of the botanist. In the revised 
edition of the bulletin the subject 
matter is brought up to date. It 
appears from the bulletin that dur- 
ing the past few years the price of 
ginseng has continued to increase, 
the best wild root bringing, in the 
wholesale market for the season of 
1897, $4 to $4.75 per pound. It 
is stated that the demand for gin- 
seng in China is steady, and that 
the exports of ginseng may be 
largely increased without over- 
stocking the market. The sub- 
jects discussed in the bulletin are 
the following: History, discrip- 
tion, range, medicinal properties, 
commercial value, exportation, 
protection, cultivation, improve- 
ment of the root, chemical analysis 
the cultivated root, selection and 
preparation of the root, profits, 
adulteration and fraud.

Washington, April 11. — While 
every man and woman is interested 
in the exciting subjects which have 
been prominently before the pub- 
lic mind in Washington during the 
past month, it may be interesting 
to turn aside for a moment to con- 
sider that subject which, at this 
time last year, was engrossing 
public attention, the new tariff. 

It is a subject which will especi- 
ally interest the farmers ju; t now, 
for the new law, having been in 
operation for more than a half-year 
it is practicable to begin to meas- 
ure its effect upon all classes and 
especially upon the great indus- 
tries of agriculture and manufac- 
turing. 

The Treasury Department has 
just issued a statement covering in 
detail the operations of the new 
law during the first half-year of its 
work, also showing the importa- 
tions and exportations for January 
of the present year. It is especi- 
ally interesting to the farmer be- 
cause it gives him an insight into 
the work of the new tariff law com- 
pared with that which preceded it 
and particularly as to its effect 
upon his own industry. 

Some facts relative to the first 
six months' work of the law have 
been already alluded to, but it is 
well enough in this connection to 
point out the fact that the total 
importations of articles of food 
and live animals in the first half- 
year of the new law, fell nearly 
$20,000,000 as compared with the 
corresponding six months of the 
preceding year under the Wilson 
law. 

It is proper to assume that the 
new law had come into a fair 
working order by the time it 
reached its sixth month, and as 
the Treasury report just issued 
covers the sixth month of its opera- 
tion in detail, we" will consider that 
alone, comparing it with the cor- 
responding month of the preceding 
year under the Wilson law. The 
sixth month under the new 
tariff law is January, 1898. 

The articles of food and live 
animals imported in January, 1898, 
under the Dingley law amounted 
to $12,193,448 in value against 
$15,409,295 in value in the January 
of the preceding year under the 
Wilson law. 

Now for details: The importa- 
tion of horses in January, 1898, 
under the Dingley law amounted 
to only $10,978 in value against 
$21,364 in January of the preced- 
ing year under the Wilson law. 
Meantime the exports of horses in 
January, 1898, amounted to $562,- 
140 as against $338,295 in the pre- 
ceding January, thus showing a 
reduction of 50 per cent, in the 
importation of horses under the 
new law and an increase of 50 per 
cent in the exportation of horses. 
The importations of sheep in Janu- 
ary of the present year were $19-, 
265 against $31,319 in the corre- 
sponding months of last year. Of 
barley the importations in January 
were only 16,030 bushels against 
161,625 bushels in the preceding 
January under the Wilson law. 
Of oatmeal the January, 1898, im- 
portations were only 3,470 lbs. 
against 58,322 lbs. in the corre- 
sponding month of the preceding 
year, whils the exportation of oat- 
meal increased from 3,777,788 lbs. 
in January, 1897, to 7,149,302 lbs. 
in 1898. Of chicory, the January, 
1898, imports were only 3,055 
lbs. against 944,035 in January of 
of the preceding year. There 
was a slight falling off in the 
importation of eggs, the number 
being, in January last,2o, 297 dozen 
against 21,072 dozen in the pre 
ceding January, while the exports 
in January, 1898, were 163,068 
dozen against 69,875 dozen m the 
preceding January. Of flax, the 
January, 1898, importations were 
288 tons against 410 tons in Janu- 
ary, 1897. Of hay, the importa- 
tions last January were 86 tons 
against 9,934 tons in the preceding 

January, while the exportations of 
ay increased from $74,922 in • alue 
in January, 1897, to $94,210 in 
value in January, 1898. The im- 
portations of dairy products last 
January were $127,754 > n value 
against $188,923 in the preceding 
January. Those of wool 11,070,-

March. On April 1, 1897, the 
condition was 94. Considering the 
crop by the three subdivisions, west- 
ern, central and south-eastern, we 
find the highest average condition 
in the central section, 103. In the 
western section the condition was 
102, while the few counties report- 
ing from the south-eastern section 
show an average of 98. On March 
1 the condition by sections was:

DOWN IN THE MINES. 



It is rumored that a new coal mine will 
soon be opened at Slaughtersville. 

Coal mining is regarded as very danger- 
ous work, yet we bear of but few miners 
who are now willing to trade their job for 
that of a soldier to fight tbe Spaniards 

In estimating tbe religious fervor of the 
Easter season, it makes a vast difference 
whether tbe individual has an old stock of 
coal or a new slock of bonnets to dispose 
of. 

In Ibe Chicago agreement tbe wage ad- 
justers lost sight of the fact that tbe driver 
was as much one of the mining force as the 
digger, and failed to provide for him re- 
ceiving an additional recompense for bis 
labors. As a result, trouble is brewing. 

"Actions speak louder than words," is 
ao old saying that generally proves true. 
So when one sees another continually vis- 
iting saloons or other resorts where intox- 
icants are sold, then it is we feel at liberty 
to form our opinion as to the object of 
those visits. 

Tbe Monarch Coal Company's mines 
and machinery was sold last week and be- 
came tbe property of the former owners. 
Tbe mining right, as we understand it. is 
that the parly operating tbe mine is to pay 
tbe owners of said mineral rights a royally 
of sixcenls per ton. About five thousand 
dollars was the bid accepted. 

President Knight, of the Indiana United 
Mine Workers, accompanied by a so-called 
leader from Central City, spent a few 
hours here one day last week Mr Knight 
alwa\s conducts himself as a gentleman 
would when here, and while he holds 
opinions at varianco wilb the coat opera- 
tors as regards tbe organiznion of labor, 
be never tries to force his views on those 
who disagree with him. Tbe result of bis 
visit here and at Madisonville was not at 
all satisfactory in the way of perfecting or- 
ganization or even encourage him to do so. 
if reports be true. 

Brazil, lor)., April 6. — About 6ao em- 
ployes in the machine mines of tbis county 
met in mass convention here Ibis afternoon 
lo consider tbe proposition made by Ihe 
operators, which was 23: a ton for shooting 
and loading coal. Tbe miners demanded 
38c. To-day tbey decided to suspend work 
and placed iheir grievance in Ibe hands of 
Ibe executive board to settle, with in- 
structions to hold out for tbe ad- 
vanced rale. A meeting of the execu- 
tive board and operators will be beld 
soon, and in case of a disagreement 
the national oftlcers will be appealed to. 
As the differences between Ihe machine 
men and operators is so great it is believed 
Ibat a settlement is almost impossible. 

A close perusal or inspection of this col- 
otnn for years past will reveal tbe tact 
that we have always tried to keep within 
bounds of the truth, and while we admit 
we have no use for labor organizations 
lhal are controlled by sclfiih motives alone 
on the part of Ibe walking delegate. Our 
endeavor in tbe past has been 10 present 
rumors as such and facts as tbey came to 
our notice in a fair and impartial manner 
governed of course by our own observa- 
tion of tbe success or failure attending tbe 
work of socalled friends of labor. When 
recently we made mention that the Central 
City miners bad struck or contemplated 
doing so, we said so on information at 
hand and we bavo yet failed to receive re- 
liable information to the contrary, not- 
withstanding tbe fact that ibe agitator de- 
nies it. Facts like these that eminale 
from headquarters naturally cast reflec- 
tions on his leadership and touches one in 
a sore spot. On the contrary if tbe work- 
ing of tbe organization could show thai 
their object was at all limes the best of 
wages and by tbe existence of peace and 
harmony, friends of labor would poinl 
with pride to them and lend a helping 
band to extend Iheir jurisdiction and power 
and at no time throw obstacles in tbeir 
way. 

Washington, D. C, April 6 — The naval 
intelligence bureau of Ibe Navy Depart- 
ment has kept itself fully informed as lo 
Ibe amount of coal owned by the Spainards 
in the West India islands. Like much 
other information which tbis bureau ob- 
tains, tbe officials decline lo make it public, 
but it is said in some quarteri that the sup- 
ply will las: for a reasonable length of 
time. Tbe bureau ot equipment of the 
Navy Department is also straining every 
nerve to get an adequate supply of tbis re- 
quisite for a fleet oi ships al such points on 
the gulf as may be readily available 

Likewise the officials of the Navy De- 
partment are making every effort to obtain 
coaling stations in the West Indies, but if 
their efforts up to tbis time bave been 
crowned with success they refuse to make 
tbe fact public. Two desirable locations, 
which it is believed are under considera- 
tion, are the Mole St. Nicholas, Hayti, and 
tbe Island of St. Thomas, wbicb belongs 
to Denmark. If tbese t*o places could be 
acquired, then, with supply stations at Key 
West and Dry Torlugas, it is believed the 
facilities for obtaining coal would be rea- 
sonably adequate for all purposes in tbe 
event of war with Spain. Although the 
Senate acted adversely on the proposition 

10 purchase St. Thomas, it is believed tbe 
department has not given up all hope of 
securing some accommodations there for 
coal station purposes. 

Tbis from an exchange gives an account 
of Ihe altempt last week to organize a new 
order by discontented mine workers and 
Iheir reason: "The grievances of the day 
men are that when the scale was raised at 
Chicago, at the March conference of oper- 
ators and miners, their wages were not in- 
creased. Tbey want pay for ten hours' work 
under tbe ne* scale for eight hours' work 

"Tbe miners of Indiana do not take 
kindly to the proposed organization of a 
tmioo which will undoubtedly be antagon- 
istic to the United Mine workers. It is 
stated by miners that just now the miners' 
organization is in belter shape than it bas 
been for ye.- r . Tbe differences bave been 
patched up and men who withdrew from 
the union in 1K94 and 18135 are coming into 
line again. 

"Tbis being ibe case they do not believe 
Ibe meeting at Sprinrield will amuum 10 
much. An officer of the miners' organiza- 
tion stated that in lis opioion Ihe meeting 
would fall Hat. II • slated that Ihe In- 
diana miners, while desiring lo get closer 
to Ibe Illinois men, could see nothing to be 
gained by any movement of Ihe kind con- 
templated. For years Ibe miners of Ibe 
two stales have been more or less al outs, 
but under Ibe terms of the Chicago agree- 
ment they bave drawn together to some ex- 
lent and there is now some prospect of a 
full and complete understanding and a uni- 
fication of interests. 

The miners believe that iho miners of 
Illinois, or rather a small pari of those em- 
ployed under the day scale, are making a 
stand at a lime it should not be thought ol 

11 is believed lb it Ihe movement was in- 
augurated by a few hot heads, who arn try- 
ing lo organize Ihe new uniun and ihoreby 
take a step which will cripple but not by 
any means ruin Ibe old national organiza- 
tion.

1. "And after six days .testis tnkcth Pe- 
ter, .Tames and John, In- brothel', and 
brlngeth them up into nn high mountain 
apnrt." Luke says, "About nn eight dnyi 
After theso snyinfrs" (Luko tx, 28), doubt- 
less Including tho day ot the promise and 
tho day of the event, while Matthew and 
Mark only mention the Intervening day*. 
Mark says, "llctaketh and lentleth them." 
How very beautiful! Does lint your heart 
say, "Lord take inc and lend me, and IH 
go wlthThoo all tho wayf" Well, Ik> suro 
that you mean It, and do not question His 
lovo If Ho lends you In the vnlley. These 
thrco wero with Him when He raised tho 
little girl and when Ho was In tho garden 
Wo tonnot go with Him unless wo aro 
willing to go apart from tho many who 
follow Him, aud wo will not enjoy His 
fellowship unless wo have something of 
His spirit of prayer, for Luke lx, SH, says 
that Ho went to pray. As wo learn to livo 
alono with Him and for Him, wo will find 
ourselves increasingly given to communion 
with nim. 

8. "And was transfigured Itcforo them, 
and His face did shino as the sun, and His 
raiment was whlto as tho light." Mark 
soys that His raiment bceamo shining, ex- 
ceeding white as snow. Luko says that 
tho fashion of His countenance was altered 
and Ills raiment was white and glistering 
(Mark lx, 8; Luko ix, S9). It makes ono 
think of Him as Ho afterward apiicnred to 
John on Patmos some 00 years after His 
ascension (Rev. 1, 18-17). It Is to mo very 
Interesting to observo that the word trans- 
lated "transfigured" Is used outside of this 
record in tho gospels only in two other 
places— Rom. xil, 2, and II Cor. Ill, 18. 
In tho one the translation Is "bo trans- 
formed" and In tho other "arc changed," 
but In each case it refers to tho believer 
and our being changed more and more In- 
to tho Imago of Christ. In Romans it is 
shown to lx> a work from within, by tho 
renewing of our minds, and in Corinthi- 
ans it is said to be accomplished by Iwhold- 
lng His glory in tho gloss or mirror of His 
word It seems to mo that tho beginning 
aud development and consummation of 
tho Christian lifo has but one secret, and 
that U "beholding Illm." When inth.it 
fair morning wo shall Indeed seo Him, 
then wo shall Indeed bo liko Him. 

8. "And, behold, thcro appeared unto 
them Motes and Ellas, talking with Him. " 
Wo know that Moses died and wa - burled 
In tho land of Moab (Deut. xxxi .-, 5, ft), 
over 1,400 years beforo this, and Elijah 
was taken to heaven In a whirlwind and 
probably In tho chariot over 800 years be- 
fore, tho only man except Knoch who has 
as yet over been excused from tho appoint- 
ment of death (Heb. lx, 27) Yet hero thoy 
arc allvo and well and talking with Christ 
of His death, or decease, or exodus, which 
Ho was about to accomplish nt Jerusalem 
(Lukeix, 81). Whether tho believer dies 
or Is translated, in cither case it means 
Instantly with tho Lord In such a life and 
such bliss as wo cannot lmagino (Phil. I, 
21, 83; 111, 20, 21), but all tho blessedness 
and reality of that life are wholly duo to 
tho work which our Lord Jesus finished 
on Calvary. 

4. "Tbcnnnswcred Peter, and said unto 
Jesus, Lord, It Is good for us to bo hero. 
If Thou wilt, let us make hero three tab- 
ernacles— ono for Thee, nnd one for Moses, 
and ono for Ellas." I think wo may con- 
clude from Judc lx that Moses had his res- 
urrection body. If so, then ho represented 
tho risen saints, while Elijah represented 
thoso who will not die, but bo translated 
at our Lord's coming, thctwo representing 
tho wholo heavenly company of tho re- 
deemed In tho kingdom when it shall havo 
come, whilo Peter, James and John, three 
righteous Jews, represent all Israel, a 
righteous nation on earth in tho king- 
dom, and this revelation is what our Lord 
promised In chapter xvl, 28. 

B. "Whilo ho yet spake, behold, a bright 
cloud overshadowed them, and, behold, n 
voice out of the cloud, which said, This is 
My beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased Hear yollim." Ho Is tho true 
tabernacle and temple and pillar of cloud. 
Ho Is tho fulfillment of all that Moses was 
to Israel or wroto for them. Ho is tho 
end of tho law for righteousness to every 
ono that bclicvcth. Ho is tho Prophet of 
all prophets, tho Messenger of God as nono 
other ever was or can be, nnd Cod said to 
Moses concerning Him, "Whosoever will 
not hearken unto My words, which Ho 
shall speak in My name, I will require it 
of him" (Deut. xvlll, 18, 19). This is tho 
second tlmo that the Father testified from 
heaven as to His delight in Ills Son, but 
now Ho adds tho command, "Hoar yo 
Him." Wo are it- it to hear w lint men think 
or say about Him. but to hear Him, and 
that is to hoar God Himself, for tho Fa- 
ther told Him what to say (John xil, 40). 

6, 7. "And when tho disciples heard it 
they fell on their face and were sore afraid. 
And Jesus camo and touched them and 
said, Arise and bo not afnild" So Ho or 
Ills angel did to Daniel, and Ho Himself 
surely did to John on Patmos (Dan. vill, 
18; x, 8, 18, Rev. I, 17). Ho gi,ves His 
pooplo no causo to fear. Why is it that wo 
havo so many fears? How wo must grlcvo 
Html Ho says that Ho will never remem- 
ber our sins. It shows great lack of con- 
fidence In Him for us to fcur or to think 
that Ho wilL He says that wo aro blessed 
with all spiritual blessings in Him. It is 
surely dishonoring to Him for us to ques- 
tion it Ho tells us that sinco Ho so loved 
us as to glvo Himself for us Ho can there- 
fore withhold no good thing. Faith just 
believes it, and Is happy because Ho says 
so. 

8. "And when they had lifted up their 
eyes they saw no man savo Jesus only." 
What a powerful lifo word this is, and 
what peace and victory to seo Jesus only 
in redemption, and in sanctiflcntlon, as 
wo will see Jesus only as tho center of all 
tho glory of heaven I In redemption and 
dally lifo our temptation is to see feelings 
and experiences aud peoplo, but thus thcro 
Is no rest Wo must seo that His linished 
work is nil that God nsks and that wn 
need, and His word all tho assurance that 
U necessary, and learn to sing always 
"Behold, God is my salvation." 

0. "And as they camo down from tho 
mountain Jesus charged them, saying, 
Tell tho vision to no man until tho Son of 
Man bo risen again from tho dead." Even 
If wo may not fully understand, wo may 
be suro that there was tamo very good 
reason for this chargo (Fzek. xiv, 23). It 
Is not always for us to understand, but al- 
ways to obey (Isa. 1, 11'). Tho other dis- 
ciples at tho foot of tho mount with their 
difficulty Is suggcstlvo of many difficulties 
that shull not bo solved till He shall come; 
but moro faith might solve more. Mcan- 
tlmo wo must pay taxes cheerfully lest wo 
glvo offcuso.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 

Topic Foe (he Week It. 'glutting April IO 
Comment by Rev, S. II. Doyle. 

Topic— Conquering tho fear of death.— .Mm 
vlii, 51-54; Phil I. 21-28. (An Easter aongaur. 

Death is a universal enemy of man- 
kind. It holds sway in every land aud 
clime. It has struck terror to millions 
of human hearts. What glorious news 
to humanity that death has been con- 
querod and the gravo need no longer bo 
feared! This is the message of Euster. 
When Christ arose, Ho overcame death 
not merely for Himself, but for all who 
are His. The humblest disciple of Ohrist 
in the world can say: "U death, where 
is thy sting? O grave, whero is tby vic- 
tory? Tho sting of death is sin." Ent 
Christ cleanses us from siu. aud thero- 
by removes tho sting from death. Tho 
pardoned Christian no longer has any 
fear of death. 

1. The testimony of Christ proves 
that tho fear of death has been con- 
quered for the Christian. John viii, 51, 
reads, "Verily, verily, I say unto you 
if a man keep My saying ho shall never 
see death." Christ is not speaking of 
spiritual death, but physical death. Ho 
does not incau ono who obeys Him will 
never pass throngh tho grave, bnt thut 
what is called death to tho Christian is 
not death. The Christian never dies. 
Obedience to Christ leads to immortal 
lifo. 1). nth is only a change from tem- 
poral to eternal life and thereforo need 
not be feared. This is Christ's testi- 
mony, and it is true. If we keep His 
word, if wo obey His commandments, 
wo need never have any fear of death. 
Aro we obeying His commandments? 
This is our part in conquering tho fear 
of death. Christ has done His part. Are 
we doing ours? 

2. The experience of tho Apostle 
Paul corroborates tho testimony ot 
Christ that death has been conquered 
(Phil, i, 20-20). With what cheerful 
courago Paul hero speaks of death I He 
is a prisoner at Rome. His future is yet 
undecided. Whether it will be life or 
death ho does not know, but in cither 
case he declares ho will magnify Christ 
in his body. "Christ," he says, "shall 
bo magnified by my body, whether it 
be by life or by death. To live is Christ, 
to die is gain." No fear of death In 
such language as that. Instead of fear- 
ing death ho looked upon it as a per- 
sonal gain, for then he would bo with 
Christ, and when, later on, be did know 
that the end was before him he calmly 
wroto to Timothy, "I am now ready to 
be offered up, and tho time of my de- 
parture is at hand. " The oxperienco of 
Paul is tbo experience of all Christians 
when they come to tho dying hour. 
Death may seem to us to havo still a 
sting in it, but when wo conio to die 
God will give us dying grace. "Expir- 
ing saints have often said that their last 
beds havo been the best thoy ever slept 
upon. Many havo inquired, 'Can this 
bo death?' To die has been so different 
from what they expected it to be, so 
lightsome, so joyous." "Yea, though I 
walk through tho valley of the shadow 
of death, I will fear no ovil, for Thou 
art with mo ; Thy rod and Thy staff 
they comfort me. ' '
